TOPICS OF 


THE REGISTRATION BILL. 


TT was to be expected that the Architects Registration 
; I’ ill, ° iohe ona up for its second reading in the 
House of Commons on Friday next, December 17, 
shouid arouse a certain amount of controversy, for 
prejudice dies hard; but we must confess to surprise 
that there should be any misconception as to its purpose. 
This purpose, in a nutshell, is the restriction of the use 
of the title “ Architect ” to Registered Architects. Yet 
we read in one printed list of objections that it “ restricts 
the liberty of the subject without making equitable 
provision for entrance to what would be a closed 
profession.” 


Looking at much of our modern building, an un- 
prejudiced observer might be forgiven for thinking it 
highly desirable to “ restrict the liberty of the subject, 
but this the Bill does not propose to do ; in fact, it 
definitely protects all bona-fide practising architects 
who apply for registration within two years of the passing 
of the Act, and even after that time anyone is at liberty 
to design and erect buildings that conform with the 
necessary regulations though he must not call himself 
Architect. Hence the Bill isin no way inimical to officers 
of local authorities who design and carry out building 
work, though, extraordinary as it may appear, there is 
some misconception on this point. 


As to “ equitable provision for entrance to what would 
be a closed profession,” under the Registration Act: it 
is provided that at least half the total amount of fees 
received by the Architects’ Registration Council in each 
calendar year must. be devoted to the provision of 
scholarships and maintenance grants for the assistance 
of students of insufficient means. Apart from this, 
however, entrance to the profession is to-day facilitated 
as it never was in the past. Evidence of this is found 
in the fact that during 1936 over 750 evening school 
students presented themselves for the examinations of 
the R.I.B.A. 


Architecture is as much a learned profession as 
the Law, Medicine and Surgery (which already enjoy 
statutory protection) and no less closely associated with 
human welfare, and it is manifestly in the interests of the 
community that its practitioners should be trained and 
competent. persons. The Registration Bill, in essence, 
does no more than provide that, after the lapse of two 
years from its passing, only those applicants for 
admission to the profession who show themselves to be 
competent persons shall be allowed to call themselves 
architects. We do not think that Parliament will 
fail to see the reasonableness of such a provision, but 
in any case it would be a good plan for all Registered 
Architects to write to their M.P.s requesting them. to 
support this measure. - 


HIGH BUILDINGS AND ST. PAUL’S. 


TH news that the Postmaster-General proposes to 
make considerable extension of accommodation 
at Faraday House for the telephone service of London 
will be of no little interest to those who welcomed the 
scheduling of the City “‘ square mile” under the Town 
and Country Planning Act. 

The present section of Faraday douse, in Queen 
Victoria-street, is one of the principal offenders among 
those buildings around St. Paul’s Churchyard which 
obstruct the view of the dome of the Cathedral. Being 
a Government structure; its plans were subject to no 
form of control by the City Corporation, nor did the 
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provisions of the London County Council in regard to 
permissible height apply. In spite of protest by the 
Dean and Chapter of the Cathedral the building went 
up, and its effect in obscuring the Cathedral’ is, un- 
fortunately, noticeable from a number of view-points, 
particularly from Blackfriars Bridge. 


The area now acquired for extension by the Post- 
master-General is bounded by Queen Victoria-street, 
Godliman-street and Knightrider-street, and adjoins the 
present section. A further site is to be obtained to the 
north of Knightrider-street, extending as far as Carter- 
lane. The intentions of the Postmaster-General in 
regard to the height of the new additions must be of 
great concern to those who feel that already much 
irreparable damage has been done in blotting out 
views and vistas of the Cathedral. Fortunately, there 
is reason to believe that the Postmaster-General is 
sympathetically, inclined to proposals that the height 
of the new buildings should be restricted to a reasonable 
limit, and should this be so in fact, then congratulations 
would be due for an act of grace and reasonableness 
upon the part of the Postmaster-General, in that the 
Post Office, with other Government departments, stands 
exempt from the regulations which rightly bind and 
limit ordinary mortals’ who build in the neighbourhood 
of the Cathedral. 


OLD COTTAGES. 


VENTS sometimes’move so quickly when old 
buildings are threatened with destruction that: 

the normal speed of joint action is cumbersome and in- 
effective. Such threats to Rural England as those at 
Thaxted make one wonder how much will have dis- 
appeared before we have so safely adjusted the laws 
that we can feel secure in our heritage. 


We have suggested that. local authorities should be 
given powers to acquire and recondition old cottages as | 
an alternative to demolition orders, and we believe that 
by such means the problem would most easily find its 
proper solution. If some such scheme is adopted we 
can only hope that the delicate work involved willbe 
entrusted to competent architects, whether in private | 
or official practice, and that the authorities will not fall 
into the mistaken idea that because they are dealing 
with little buildings of humble purpose the job. of 
reconditioning them must be a simple one. 


It. is doubtful whether offers of services: without 
charge in connection with this kind of work, excellent as 
the intent may be, form the right method of approach. 
This kind of work by its nature involves more time and 
skill on the part of an architect than any other work of 
comparative cost, and it is obvious that the wide ground 
which it involves could not be covered by - unpaid 
architects. Nor, as a community, should we expect 
such a contribution to our national heritage to be made 
without cost. 


The policy would seem to be rather for the profession 
to get together and agree ways and means whereby this 
difficult work of art and professional administration 
can be best undertaken with the least burden on those 
who have to pay and on those who must be paid. The 
scale of charges is at present somewhat vague upon 
the subject, and there should be some way of deter- 
mining a scale upon which the public might estimate its 
commitments in advance and yet working fairly in a 
rough-and-ready way so far as the architect is concerned. 

We would again appeal for speedy action before much 
more damage has been done.

Newcastle’s New Town Hall: 
Plea for Freedom in Design. 

Mr. Stantey W. Miusurn, F.B.I.B.A., 
in a recent speech to the Newcastle 
Rotary Club, took the opportunity of con- 
gratulating all concerned in the new Town 
Hall scheme. The site, he said, was ex- 
cellent, and architects were delighted 
that an open competition was to be held. 
In that way the best results would be 
obtained. He put forward the plea that 
freedom in design should be allowed. It 
was an island site, there was nothing to 
tie the architect down, and he hoped an 
example was going to be set to future 
building in Newcastle and other cities.

Future of 
Garrick Villa. 

TwICKENHAM TowN Council has 
decided to consider the purchase of 
Garrick Villa, Hampton ~Court-road. 
The council has been ‘informed, we 
learn, that the property was in the 
market, and that it might be demolished. 
The Town Planning Committee reported 
that the building was a historic one, 
worthy: of preservation, and that the 
Garrick Temple on the other side of the 
main road had already been purchased 
for the public as an open space, together 
with grounds known as Garrick Lawn, a 
riverside walk at Hampton. Garrick 
Villa, which was built to Robert Adam’s 
design, was bought by David Garrick in 

1754.

The Compulsory 
Location of Industries. 

A Committee of the Town Planning 
Institute, we are informed, is at present 
considering the draft of a report on the 
question of the formation of a National 
Planning Board. It is suggested that 
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one of tlie powers to be given to the 


Board will be to compel manufacturers 
te establish their industries in certain 
districts. Those who believe in garden 
and satellite towns favour 
industries being compelled to move their 
factories to such centres as Welwyn or 
Letchworth. The Federation of British 
Industries, however, have pointed out 
that if control is decided upon the ques- 
tion will arise as to how the industrialist 
is to be compensated for being deprived 
of the right to choose the position of his 
factory. The Defence Department are 
already subsidising the erection of muni- 
tion and aircraft factories in districts 
which they consider suitable from the 
defence point of view, while the Govern- 
ment’s policy for bringing industries into 
the Special Areas involves the partial 
remission of local and national taxation. 
Furthermore, any long-term ~ location 
policy will have to be framed to cover 
the possible closing down of existing 
factories as well as the setting up of new 
ones. The very difficult question of 
compensation for industrialists will have 
to -be faced if compulsory location of 
industries is favoured.

I FEEL it only right that the “ Diary’s ” 

first response in the form of a letter 
should be put on record, even though the 
inquirer should be asking a favour, and 
a non-architectural one to boot. An old 
Scottish architect friend of mine sent a 
copy of an ambitious looking magazine 
called ‘‘ Rising Tide,’ apparently the 
official organ of the Oxford Group, which 
is so busy making a lot of enthusiastic 
- noise. I think the writer believes this 
movement to be the salvation.of the archi- 
tectural profession, and I have studied 
. the magazine for the elusive solution. 


It all seems to boil down to a refuge 
from the prevalent fears of contemporary 
civilisation, and it makes God a recipient 
of all 1937’s inhibitions. For that reason 
I feel anti to the group, and suggest 
psychology as a much sounder basis for 
independence. 


In any case, I feel the movement might 
be more intelligently promoted. The 
name “ Rising Tide” immediately suy- 
gests an ebb and flow and something wet. 
In short, it is a name easy to ridicule, 
‘and I cannot for the life of me imagine 
the title “Oxford Group” remaining a 
permanent label.

The appointment of Cotonex Sir 
Joun Brown as Deputy Director of the 
Territorial Army reminds me of my first 
job in architecture after I left-the A.A. 
I went to Northampton for the purpose of 
helping in a competition for the North- 
ampton Civic Centre for John Brown, and 
he is one of the most remarkable men I 
have ever met. To know him for years 
would still leave one guessing the trend 
of his thoughts. He is that rare speci- 
men; the impersonal person. Hence, I 
imagine, his universal reputation as a 
popular man and a genius as far as army 
manceuyres are concerned. His post as 
Chairman of the British Legion prevented 
him from devoting the whole of his time 
to architecture, but about this side of his 
work he possesses the same impersonal 
‘open-mindedness, coupled with a strong 
desire to encourage advanced designing. 
What architectural influence he will bring 
to bear on the Army I cannot think; but 
it is certain that in some unobtrusive way 
the extensive building which rearmament 
has created will react to J.B.’s quiet 
suggestions. 


During the time that I knew him he was 
a frequent guest of the then Prince of 
Wales, and his influence in that direction 
most definitely made itself felt in a highly 
practical manner. The Duchy of Corn- 
wall, with Dz Sorssons as architect, was 
extremely efficient and progressive.

THE BUILDER

Last week I lunched at Dolphin-square, 
the most recent contribution of Gorpon 
JEEVEs to modern architecture; and the 
scheme certainly has ambition. Three 
thousand-odd people are expected to live 
in the flats; and the swimming bath, the 
new restaurant, the nursery, garage, and 
so on, make it one of the most self- 
contained blocks in Europe. It is the 
promoter’s idea (Costar1n) to build on the 
Embankment a quay for the purpose of 
a river taxi service, and there are to be 
private moorings in the Thames. What 
the wives of the tenants are supposed to 
do I could not find out, but there were 
some extremely attractive ones decorating 
the garden. 

* * * 

It seems as if the fight is going to be 
between this type of residence or- the 
small house based on efficient planning 
for the purpose of easy running. Chelsea- 
square has been rebuilt entirely on these 
lines; and the success of the scheme is 
made certain by the fact that the houses 
are sold before they are built. In fact, 
for those who can obtain sites in Chelsea 
the scope is enormous; but it is only fair 
to add that there are no sites to be 
obtained.

All this talk of groups and commerce, 
flats and houses, does tend to make one 
extremely self-conscious of one’s sur- 
roundings, and a week-end in the country 
has been spoilt for. me by this sad quality. 
I was staying in a hotel near the house 
of friends of mine, in which the bedroom 
had a brass bed, lace curtains, flowered 
wall-paper, and wash-hand-stand and 
Oriental carpet. My friend had rented a 
bungalow which was hideous; and I must 
confess to a nausea so real as to return to 
London a day ahead of schedule. Never 
has my awakening been so disturbed by 
architectural speculation as it was in that 
room. 

In a similar way the clients of the 
architectural profession are becoming 
quite conscious of their surroundings, 
although they are inarticulate as to the 
reasons why they like or dislike a thing. 
This or that has or has no “character,” 
and this or that is “ old-fashioned ” or 
““modern.” Yesterday three new houses 
situated near Hyde Park were put up for 
auction, and they failed to fetch the 
reserve price. A client .of mine who deals 
solely in property put this down to their 
lack of what he called “ character,” and

In his dealings with flats and the like 
a number of well-known London arohj. 
tects have been employed by him and 
in the past few years he has gone from 
the traditional to the most advanced 
designers, and still has failed to find a 
man who can achieve in the modern flat > 
an ideal state of living. His point ig that 
when the carcase of the building ig com. 
plete it is in almost every case impossible 
to furnish in a really efficient manner 
and I think he feels quite rightly that the 
contemporary architect is wrong jp 
attempting to master all the aspectg of 
building. It is well known, for instance, 
that the average architect allows the 
firms concerned with equipment to pre. 
pare drawings for which the architect gets 
credit; and this particular person I am 
describing resents the small-mindedness 
of the average architect in not allowing 
specialists who come into the work to 
receive the respect and credit due to 
them. His idea of an architectural prac. 
tice is a group of specialists dominated by 
an architect, and he cites Corsusrmr’s 
practice as one in which the contribu- 
tions of other people receive propor- 
tionate praise, though not proportionate 
criticism.

My answer to this tirade of doubt was 
in effect one of agreement, and although 
it is obvious that no practice in ‘this 
country can carry a permanent band of 
specialists, it does seem right, and a point 
worth aiming for, that such men as Arup 
on structure, MaITr“anp on _ lighting, 
CHURCHILL on furniture, and Ross on 
fabrics, be given credit for the work they 
do, and be definitely so associated with 
the job they have helped to achieve.

Srr,—An inaugural speech by the 
President of any responsible professional 
organisation. is a speech of great political 
and general import. It behoves, there- 
fore, the President of such body to curb 
his tongue when tempted to give expres- 
sion to personal criticism which is 
directed at a particular section of such 
organisation. That -in a nutshell is the 
nature of Mr. Goodhart-Rendel’s indis- 
cretion. oe 

My sympathy is extended to him in 
his illness, and I am sure all members 
of the R.I.B.A. wish him a_ speedy 
recovery. This fact makes it more diffi- 
cult to criticise, savouring as it does of 
hitting a man when he is down, but 
loyalty to the R.I.B.A. and my fellow 


Official architects demands that deroga- 


tory statements directed against the pro- 
fessional ability of architects holding 
official appointments as compared with 


their brethren in private practice must ' 


be withdrawn, and withdrawn without 
equivocation. 

Believe it or not, as “‘ Ripley ’’ would 
say, official architects are one of the 
mainstays of the R.I.B.A., a loyal, 
tolerant, long-suffering lot, who have 
been snubbed and treated abominably in 
the past. That they are now showing 
their displeasure in terms quite 
unmistakable savours of the “ writing 
on the wall.” 

It is evident from Mr. Fletcher’s letter 
that the Executive Committee are 
alarmed by this righteous indignation, 
and it is to be hoped that drastic action 
will be taken at the meeting of this, and 
the Official Architects’ Committee, to 
resolve the contretemps to the mutual 
advantage of both sections, otherwise 
cleavage is not far distant. 

Contrary to Mr, Fletcher’s belief, most 
official architects are quite well aware 
that they now have a Committee of their 
own and are pleased with its construc- 
tion. Unfortunately, this Committee is 
not an Executive Committee; conse- 
quently its recommendations are not 
likely to carry much weight with the

Council, membership of which is confined 
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in the main to architects in private 
practice. Official architects should note 
this for future elections, when efforts 


should be made to adjust the balance of: 


power on the Council. 

Furthermore, I commend the attention 
of the President and Council of the 
R.I.B.A.* to- the manner in which the 
B.M.A, upholds and_ furthers the 
interests, influence and status of those 
of its members who happen to be Medical 
Officers holding full-time official appoint- 
ments with the Government or local 
authorities. Let it be noted that autho- 
rities whieh refuse to conform to. the 
B.M.A. scale of salaries cannot obtain 
Medical Offcers. As to status, it. would 
be unthinkable for a Medical Officer of 
Health or any of his assistants to work 
under the control of, say, a dental 
surgeon. , oe : 

By inverse ratio we find numbers 
of official architects working on the staffs 
of engineers, surveyors or land agents, 
who direct the policy architectural, and 
take credit for such work. 

No doubt the Official Architects’ Com- 
mittee are alive to this condition, and I 
hope they will work unceasingly to end 
what can only be described as an intoler- 
able situation.

Tenders for Building Work Dissected. 

Srr,—Frequent reference has been made 
to the building boom, and while the extra 
amount of building work has probably 
been much appreciated and enjoyed by 
certain sections of the industry, by 


“reason of the controlled or ringed prices, 


etc., it is certain that the average build- 
ing contractor has not benefited. 

One naturally looks for the reasons of 
this apparently contradictory statement, 
and it is with the object of throwing light 
on the subject that these notes have been 


penned. With an increase in the opera- . 


tive personnel of the building trade there 
has been a most noticeable falling-off in 
the output; in fact, one is doubtful if it 
is 75 per cent. of what it was as recently 
as five years ago, when there was much 
less work in hand,-and it is doubtful if 
this feature is sufficiently recognised and 
provided for. The contractor does not sell 
his wages sheets, but the work that the 
wages have been paid on. There are still 
in existence those disciples of despair 
and ignorance, who take the “ten” out 
of tendering, and leave only the “ erring.” 
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The following three -tables of actual 
recent tenders ‘have been dissected to 
show that there is no room for the absurd 
cutting that‘is taking place. 


It will be seen from a reference to these 


tables and the explanatory notes 
attached thereto, that the only column 
which is elastic is column D, representing 
labour, establishment costs and profit, if 
any, and it is upon the difference in this 
last column that the results of tenders 
should be judged, always remembering 
that no contractor is permitted to, or 
should, pay less than the recognised trade 
union rates.

A is balance after deducting P.C.s and 
Provisions common to all tendering. 

B is further balance after deducting 
certain items usually let, as, for instance, 
roof tiling, glazing, etc., and for which 
it is assumed the sub-contractors would 
quote all competitors the same price, and 
represents the amount of material and 
labour to be carried out direct by the 
builder. 

C is an assumed calculation of the value 
of materials, taking a conventional 50-50 
value, the bulk of which materials (for 
instance, flettons, stocks, facings, cement 
lead, etc.) having a ringed or controlled 
price common to all builders, have been 
calculated as to value at the average 
between my company’s tender and the top. 


D is the value of labour at not less than 
standard rates common to all competitors, 
establishment charges, etc., and contains 
a meagre profit, if any; and the extra- 
ordinary difference cannot, in the keen 
state of competition, be accounted for on 
the score of profit, and therefore empha- 
sises the inconsistency.

OBITUARY 


Sir Andrew Taylor. 


Sir Andrew Taylor, whose death is 
reported, at the age of 8%, was born and 
educated at Edinburgh, and was a 
student of the R.A. Schools and on the 
Continent. After practising for a short 
time in London, he went to Canada in 
1883, and practised in Montreal and 
throughout the Dominion. He won a 
number of competitions, and. was archi- 
tect to the Bank of Montreal, the Mer- 
chants’ Bank of Canada, and Molson’s 
Bank, and designed, among other build- 
ings, the McGill University. 

In 1904 he retired from practice and 
returned to England. He represented 
Hampstead on the London County Council 
from 1908 to 1926, when he was knighted. 
He was vice-chairman of the L.C.C. in 
1923. Sir Andrew was elected an Asso- 
ciate of the Royal Institute of British 
Architects in 1878 and a Fellow in 1889. 
He was a member of Council of the Lon- 
don Society. 





DESIGN DETAILS 


VII.—BALCONIES. 
By ‘* DOMUS.” — 


Durimve the recent building boom, 
balconies have been among the most 
successful details in the design of large 
and smal] jobs. There has been a most 
welcome ,revival in the smaller iron bal- 
conies, and many varied designs carry on 
an 18-century craft, which reached a high 
standard. The new examples have many 
excellent qualities, and the return to this 
kind of detail cannot be too highly com- 


mended to those who wish to endow 
their buildings with fine craftsmanship. 
For many recent buildings brickwork 
has been largely used in the design of 
balconies. These owe more than a little 
to contemporary foreign work. It is 
doubtful whether their more solid quali- 
ties are so satisfactory for England. The 
sunlight can penetrate the lighter iron 
types, but is stopped by the solid ones. 


Like feature windows, balconies are 
among those details at an architect’s dis- 
posal for punctuating a facade to express 
an axis or to emphasise an important 
room. But there are other kinds which 
also serve eesthetically in architectural

composition besides being practical as 
well. For example, the continuous bal- 
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cony can provide valuable horizontal em. 
phasis or. stabilise a rhythm of major 
windows such as are frequently seen on 
the piano-nobile in Italian palaces, and gt 
first-floor level on 18th-century English 
facades. ae 


Many materials, alone or used in gop. 
junction with each other, are found jp 
balconies, the designs of which have q 
wide range. On the one hand there are 
the great Renaissance examples, carrying — 
on the traditions of Roman architecture: 
on the other, the slight, but beautiful and 
simple iron specimens to be seen on late 
18th-century English houses. In addition, 


there are balconies, in all countries, fol- 
lowing the more rigid classical] traditions, 
and: consisting of well-spaced balusters 
held between ‘“‘ corret”’ stone dies, which 
may rest on a projected stone slab (canti- 
levered) or on corbels, or lineable with a 
fagade. France has many examples; fine 
ones occur at Versailles and in Paris. 


Nowhere has architecture anything — 
more wonderful to show than the magnifi- 
cent Renaissance balconies of Italy. 
Many of the finest enrich the great Palaces 
of Florence, Venice and Rome. They 
possess astonishing vitality, and are filled 


‘with imaginative detail to make them 


among the loveliest ‘albeit the most volup- 








137. 
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tuous) embellishments ever wrought in 


.gstone. Frequently they are supported by 


attendant feature windows of equal 
quality, and they worthily hold their own 
on the main axes of the large fagades they 
so handsomely adorn. The early Floren- 
tine buildings, no less than the balconies 
on them, remain among the greatest pos- 
sessions of Italy. Fig. 1 shows the strong 
handling to be found in one of these 
Florentine balconies, rich in the contrast 
of its metal balustrade and the massive 
carved supporting-consoles. There is 
nothing tentative here—the design has 
breadth and conviction, beautiful detail 
and, above all, quality. 
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Fig. 2 shows another fine stone balcony. 
This is at Fontainebleau. The balusters 
possess a wealth of carving which the 
photograph fails to reveal. These are of 
white marble, and the balcony stands out 
richly against the cool grey of the stucco 
walling, which is pleasantly relieved by 
the pinkish red brickwork seen around the 
windows themselves. By contrast with 
these two balconies the brick. superim- 
posed specimens in Fig. 3 show but one 
instance of contemporary balcony design. 
These have been designed to link the

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“forward” building with the block 
behind. 

Georgian iron balconies are seen in 
Figs. 4, 5, 6 and 7. .London has hundreds 
of examples arranged in rhythm or united 
as a single railing. There is a pleasing 
delicacy of design in all these metal :bal- 
conies, ‘which ‘always employ their 
material logically. They are but one 
instance of the high standard of 18th- 
century craftsmanship, and it is said that 
they could be purchased much ag we to- 
day buy iron rain-water gutters and heads 
from merchants. Even when cast-iron 
specimens replaced the wrought-iron ones, 
quite good designs were procurable. It is 
interesting to trace the changes found in 
metal balconies due to the ‘“ Greek 
Revival,” when fret patterns of all kinds 
became so popular for the enrichment of 
string-course mouldings and elsewhere. 

Covered balconies were a feature of the 
Regency in this country. Some idéa of 
their importance in fagade design can be 
seen in Figs. 8, 9, 10. The bay-windowed 
house stood until recently in St. James’s- 
square, London. The balcony-hood ‘was 
carried on slender iron .columns. .The ~* 
bow-fronted house, in Park-lane, London, 
and the fagade with trellis porch, have 
cantilevered balcony-hoods. - Both are 
striking features on their fagades, particu- 
larly the Ryde one, which stands out 
prominently because of the fine situation 
of this house on a hill. 

Although it is unlikely that there will 
ever be a return to the use of highly 
elaborate balconies like those in Florence, 
it would be good to see an even greater 
revival of the modest iron types. 

Recent years have seen the use of 
architect-designed. iron balconies on 
blocks of flats and other buildings, but 
a great re-introduction of the craftsman- 
designer for these details would be a wel- 
come thing, because metal balconies 
could then be inexpensively produced in 
types expressive of the use of iron as a 
material, and, as was the case in the 18th 
century, they could now be used very 
plentifully as design details, which can 
make the most pleasing contrasts in archi- 
tectural composition.

FACULTY OF ARCHITECTS 
AND SURVEYORS) — 


TENTH ANNUAL DINNER. 


Tue forecast that the Architects’ Registra- 
tion Bill would be passed by Parliament was 
made by Mr. A. C. Bossom, M.P., F.R.1.B.A., 
when speaking on Wednesday, December 1, 
at the tenth annual dinner of ‘the Faculty of 
Architects and Surveyors at Hotel Victoria, 
London. 

Mr. Bossom was proposing the toast of 
“ The Faculty ” and of “‘ The ident,”’ Mr. 
E. J. Michaux, F.F.A.S., who presided. He 
said: *‘ To-night I am thinking of how our 
profession stands in this —- It is not so 
much respected as all of us feel it should be, 
for we feel that we have behind us a great 
tradition. In a new country like the U.S.A. 
where men have wonderful opportunities that 


have not been possible in this country, archi- - 


tecture is looked upon as the greatest profes- 
sion; law and. medicine do not count in com- 
ison with architecture. Why is that so’ 
t is — Faeroe a is — u - as a 
portrayal e life of other people. en we 
go to t, Rome or Greece we realise that 
those buildings there give us knowledge of 
the people who lived in the past. 

‘* I believe that the' Architects’ Registration 
Bill is going a long way towards bringin 
architecture to the fore inthis country. 
heard it said the other day that the examina- 
tion we have to go through to-day could not 
have been by Sir Christopher Wren. 
Is there an to-day who would go to a 
doctor who no more qualifications than a 
doctor of Sir Christopher Wren’s time? The 
world has moved so far forward, probably 
more in the last 30 years than in the last 
3,000 years; and England is approaching the 
time when we are going to have more build- 
ing done than ever before. There are now 
1,000,000 building trade operatives, more than 
we have ever had before, and we are going 
to have more, which means there will be a 
great need for architects. And, in justice to 
the public, we ought to be sure that the archi- 
tects are capable of doing the job and that 
they have the educational qualifications.’ 


The speaker said he believed the Faculty 
was truly described as the little brother of the 
R.LB.A, that body which had done such 
wonderful work. in maintaining the principles 
and standards which. were so invaluable to 
architects. We were now entering upon a 
time when about one-third of the commen was 
to be rebuilt. That was a great responsibility. 
“We have got to make our work efficient, 
and the only way to do that is to have our 
buildings properly and well designed; that 
means.a certain amount of education on the 
‘part of the architects. . Registration is. not 
‘eg deny to anybody the right to earn 

is hving in the way. he has been doing it. 
I have no doubt that-the Bill will be passed, 
for I know the. feeling in the House. 


** There are surveyors in the Faculty, too, 
and I feel sure that. we are all keen to see 
professional architecture and surveying put on 
the high -plane the Faculty stands for. There 
is one other thing I should like to mention. 
A quarter of the candidates in the last Final 
Examination of the R.I.B.A. took the course 
at evening classes. That is proof that the 
profession is not exclusive; it roves that 
the best man is wanted for the job,, irrespec- 
tive of where he was trained and from whence 
he comes. One thing that is dearer-to me 
than anything else is'to keep the standard 
of architecture as high as possible.’ 

Responding, the President said he could 
assure Mr. m that the Faculty was solid 
behind -him respecting the Bill. 
Faculty looks up to the R.1.B.A., and-we try 
to copy them.. We have done so, so far as 
our syllabus for examination goes; it is 
modelled on their lines. We recognise that 
the R.LB.A.-and the Chartered Surveyors’ 


Institution are supreme. in the surveying and. 


- architectural professions. 


The speaker said there was something he 


wished to refer to, something which he called

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“* statutory vandalism.’’ ‘‘ I find that a great 
deal of .property, beautiful rural cottages, 
could have been saved. What has happened? 
In many of the places it is obvious to me 
that the owners, who for the most part think 
they have to pay the money and do not 
realise that they may get a huge grant, find 
they: have lost. their property; and we, who 
when we Bo. into the country want to get 
some relief for our eyes after the barrack- 
like buildings of London, shall miss those 
beautiful old buildings. .I know some things 
are beyond repair,. but the fact remains that 
Sir Kingsley Wood, our Minister of Health, 
has adopted a policy which he has to explain 
away in a newspaper. It is ‘up to’ us to 
see that things are altered. The architect 
of to-day has an. opportunity which he has 
never had before. You have heard what Mr. 
Bossom said; there is a great deal of rebuild- 
ing to be done. That is quite true. Satura- 
tion-point has not been reached by a long 
way. But we find that architecture has been 
belittled by the application of science. That 
is not right. Science should make it possible 
for true art to be displayed. We architects 
and surveyors can help, but if we are not 
going to put our brains into it we might just 
as well leave off and give those who will do 
so an opportunity.”’ 

The President went on to describe the help 


he had received from the Faculty Committee, . 


who worked as a team. ‘‘ When we had no 
general secretary,’’ he continued, ‘‘ it was 
necessary for me to leave my practice every 
day, and during that time my colleague, Mr. 
Simper, carried on for me; for that I am 
indeed grateful. Our new General Secretary, 
Mr, A. B. Caddick, is a young man who 


knows what the Faculty wants, and he is. 


determined to see that it gets it.’’ 


Submitting the toast of ‘‘The Guests,” 
Councillor H. H. Ward, F.F.A.S8.. said the 
Faculty supplied a long-felt want to those 
to whom the doors of the R.I.B.A. were 
closed, in many cases because of the war. 
The anc, respected the R.I.B.A. and the 
Surveyors’ Institution, and those bodies were 
glad to know that they had the Faculty’s 
support. The Faculty hoped to go ahead 
marching in their ranks to that ultimate goal 
which would be the compulsory registration 
of architects and surveyors. If that could 
be brought about, not only would it be in the 
interests of Faculty members, but also in the 
interests of the British public. 

The speaker continued: ‘‘ There is one 
thing I hope that the Compulsory Registra- 
tion Bill will do for us, and that is that it 
will make it compulsory. for clients to pay 
scale fees. After all, a labourer is worth 
his hire, and when the R.I.B.A. laid down 
a scale it was meant to be a minimum, ‘not 
@ maximum. At the present we find that 
instead of designing and working up to an 


ideal, we are designing and working down to . 


@ price; and we are forced to do work of 
which we are not particularly proud.’’ 

In reply, Mr. Sydney Tatchell, F.R.I.B.A., 
pointed out that it had been’ suggested that 
registration would make architecture a 
profession only for the wealthy. Of course, 
it was well known that free education and 
maintenance grants were given to those who 
showed promise and whose circumstances pre- 
vented them from paying for it. They were 
given the best training in architecture. ‘‘ Any 
lad who shows promise has the fullest possible 
opportunities of following the profession and 
studying for it,’’ he concluded. 

The toast of “‘ The Ladies’’ was proposed 
by Mr. H. H. Murray, F.F.A.S. ; Miss Ivy M. 
Dunford made a suitable reply.

THE - announcement that Sir Edwin 
Cooper, R.A., is to succeed Sir Edwin 
Lutyens, R.A., as President of the Incor. 
porated Association of Architects. and 
Surveyors, was made by Sir Ro 
Tasker, J.P., D.L., M.P.,-when he presided 
at the 12th anniversary dinner of th 
Association at Claridge’s Hotel, London, 
Sir Robert was responding to the toagj 
of ‘‘ The Association.” 

The Rt. Hon. L, 8. Amery, P.C., Mp 
who submitted the toast, said the record and 
growth of the Association was as remarkable 
as that of any professional society of the 
Empire. Much of its success was due to the 
cane men who had occupied the Presiden: 
tial chair. The Association, he claimed, was 
created in a moment of emergency to protect 4 
large body of architects and surveyors from 4 
measure which might have unduly narrowed 
the gate of entry for talent. 

Sir Robert Tasker, who _ responded, 
announced that the Association ho in the 
near future to start a school of architecture, 
which would encourage and maintain the 
highest traditions of that art. ‘‘ That we 
exact the highest professional conduct from 
our members cannot be denied,’’ continued 
the Chairman. “If we seem severe, our 
critics should recollect the great and grave 
responsibilities of those who are entrusted 
with the expenditure of money belonging to 
other people. Our position is most satisfac- 
tory, due to the assiduous attention of mem- 
bers. of the Council, the indefatigable en 
of our Secretary, Major Athoe, and, what is 
more important than all, the splendid loyalty 
of our members. 

“Our great and distinguished President has 
decided that, at the end of the term, he will 
no longer occupy the highest position in our 
Association. e does not regard it as suit- 
able—in a body of this kind—for one man to 
hold ‘office for an indefinite period, but rather 
that the highest honour should be within the 
reach of all. Posterity will rejoice with us 
who know that his genius has left an indelible 
mark upon our time. I am confident that 
future generations will confirm the tributes 
paid to him now by the many who regard him 
as the greatest architect produced by. this 
country since the time of Wren. :

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Lonpon House is a hall of residence for British men 
students from the Dominions and Colonies of the British 
Empire, together with a limited number of students from 
the United Kingdom. It is ag gon that the complete 
building should occupy four sides of an island site enclosed 
by Guilford-street and Doughty-street on the south and 
east, and by Caroline-place and Mecklenburgh-square on 
the west and north. e centre of the site will be left 
open to form a quadrangle. 

The first portion of the new building now completed 
and illustrated is placed on the south-east part of the site, 
and extends halfway along the Guilford-street front, and 
along the greater part of the: Doughty-street front. The 
main entrance to the building is in the centre of the 
frontage facing Guilford-street. This entrance will be 
on the axis of the quadrangle. The east, or Doughty- 
street side of the site, is occupied’ by the dining hall 
and vestibule, which leads to it. The dining hall, 80 ft. 
by 40 ft., is the gift of Mr. Evans Bevan. Under the 
dining hall is accommodation for kitchens, with all the 
necessary annexes, and staff and staff-dining rooms, etc. 
Above the dining-hall sleeping accommodation is provided 
for the male domestic staff. On the Guilford-street front 
on ground-floor level, and in close proximity to the 
dining-hall and vestibule, are two common-rooms, one 
large and one small, for the use of residents. Connecting 
the main entrance in Guilford-street with the vestibule 
and hall, there is a loggia open to the quadrangle, and 
from this loggia there is an entrance to two staircases, 
one leading to the Parsons library, and the other to the 


residents’ bedrooms, which occupy three floors of the 
Guilford-street-Doughty-street blocks. This library is 
built as a memorial:to the late Sir Charles Parsons, the 
inventor of the turbine, and was contributed to London 
House by the Sir Charles Parsons Memorial Committee. 

In ‘the bedroom block, each resident student has a bed- 
sitting-room with fitted-in wardrobes, a tiled recess con- 
taining wash-hand basin, and a fitted bookcase and cup- 
board, Separate bathrooms and lavatories are provided 
on. each coeg also shower baths. The dining-hall is 
panelled in English oak to a height of 12 ft. 

The elevations are in brick with stone dressings, and 
are treated broadly and simply in harmony with the 
adjacent buildings. . The dining-hall is given character and 
emphasis by increased height and akg at roof level. 
The base of the building is built of flint and stone, with 
stone borders in some places treated decoratively. The 
clerk of works was Mr. William Lake, and the general 
foreman Mr. James Todd. Mr. Laurence Turner was 
responsible for decorative plaster and for carving. The 
general contractors were Messrs, Ashby and Horner, Ltd., 
and sub-contractors are on page 1,089.

The General Scheme. 


The scheme provides for one main ward and 
administrative block, a mortuary block and an 
isolation unit. The main ward and admini- 
strative block comprises the following accom- 
modation on the ground floor: ursery, 
babies’ bathroom, two three-bed wards, two 
four-bed wards, four two-bed wards, two 
single-bed wards, two duty rooms, doctor’s 
room, office, receiving-room, visitors’ room, 
ante-natal ward, together with requisite bath- 
rooms, sluice rooms, lavatories, milk store, 
linen store, etc. é 

In addition, in a separate block approached 
by @ communicating corridor, are two labour 
rooms 16 ft. by 14 ft., and 15 ft: by 13 ft. 
respectively, with sterilising room and sluice 
room, and in a further wing is the kitchen, 
which is approximately 24 ft, 6 in. by 20 ft., 
with larders and stores, 


Staff Quarters. 


Living accommodation for staff is situated - 


on.the first floor, and include’ the following : 
Staff dining-room, nurses’ sitting-room, maja 
dining-room, matron’s sitting-room, bedroom 
and bathroom, sister’s sitting-room,  sister’s 
bedroom, ten bedrooms for nurses, six bed- 
rooms for maids, bathroom and lavatory 
accommodation, and storage space and “ ser- 
vice’ for meals served ey a lift from the 
kitchen on the ground floor. - 

The buildings are constructed of solid brick 
walls faced with multi-coloured facing bricks 
and artificial stone dressings with a steel- 
framed and pantiled roof.

passage of sound from the administrative 
quarters tg the wards. The steel windows 
are of special hospital pattern throughout. 


Internal Finishings. ‘ 

Internally the buildings are finished with 
smooth and dust-free surfaces. The floors to 
wards are finished in hardwood blocks and the 
corridor floors in cork tiling, while the labour 
rooms, kitchen and bathrooms, sluice rooms, 
etc., are paved with terrazzo flooring. The 
flooring of bedrooms and principal rooms on 
the first floor are also finished in hardwood 
blocks. The walls to wards are plastered in 
hard plaster and painted, and elsewhere to 
corridors, bathrooms, sluice rooms, kitchen, 
etc., they are similarly treated above a 
terrazzo dado. The walls of the labour rooms 
are finished in terrazzo for a full height of the 
rooms. The doors throughout are of flush 
hospital pattern finished in alder wood and 
painted. 

The buildings are all centrally-heated by 
means of a fully automatic oil-fired boiler 
installation providing low-pressure hot water 
to hospital pattern radiators in all rooms and 
corridors. . A’ steam, oil-fired boiler is also 
provided, which supplied steam for the 
sterilising units and also by means of a 
calorifier supplies constant hot water to all 
baths, lavatories, etc. The heating plant is 
situated in a heating chamber in a basement 
ander the kitchen. 


A complete sterilising plant is provided in 
a room adjacent to the labour rooms. 


Electrical Services. 

The buildings are provided with electrical 
lighting throughout, which system is aug- 
mented by an emergency lighting battery 
lant that will automatically provide artificial 
ight in the labour rooms in the event of a 
failure in the electrical system. The instal- 
lation also provides for electric heating in all 
rooms and corridors as a supplementary system 
to the central heating. Points are also pro- 
vided for electric fans, sweepers, cleaners, etc. 
Each ward and the principal staff rooms are 
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wired for wireless, and loudspeakers and 
electric synchronised clocks are provided in 
the most advantageous positions. A system 
of electric bells is installed that will link up 
all-the wards with the duty room and the 
kitchen and. staff rooms.

The ground floor of the Market Hall is to be used 
as a covered market for flowers and vegetables, the 
building over carried by columns and arches. The 
access to the building is an easy external staircase, 
which is planned at the north end to keep the quiet 
atmosphere of the houses and to allow, the market at 
the other end to open into the Market Place. 

On the first floor there is a Council Chamber, two 
committee rooms, a lobby and cloakrooms and _ lava- 
tories for members and fodias. On the second floor 
a flat is provided for the caretakers, and also space for 
records. 

The south end of the Guildhall is splayed at the 
corners to make facades facing the two roads. These 
lead up to the Clock Tower, which is over the Council 
Chamber, emphasising the more important end of the 
building. The elevations are a direct interpretation of 
the plans, the single-storey Council Chamber being 
balanced by two storeys, committee rooms and care- 
takers’ rooms at the other end. The whole scheme 
is designed to harmonise with and to keep the tradi- 
tional atmosphere of the Market Place.

After carefully studying the site, it was 
felt that the following main principles 
governed the design :— 


That the buildings, whilst following a 

neral grouping, should be entirely separate 

uildings, and capable of being erected as 
separate blocks ; and that the proposed 40-ft. 
roadway running north and south should be 
in such a position that vehicular traffic from 
Laneham-street to the site should not be 
allowed to congest. The introduction, there- 
fore, of a traffic roundabout to overcome any 
chance of congestion seemed to be very neces- 
sary, especially having in mind the connecting 
of a 40-ft. roadway to one much narrower. 

e@ proposed new 40-ft. roadway has been 
kept as far away as possible from the western 
boundary so as to allow for the laying out 
of gardens, tennis courts, bowling-greens, etc. 
The courts and police buildings are planned at 
the north end of the site as asked for in the 
eonditions. A large open space in front of 
the municipal buildings is proposed for use. 
on ceremonial occasions. 

A proposed new 25-ft. roadway at the rear 
of the group of buildings and at the east end 
of the site, with main approach from Station- 
road, gives access to the parade yard, park- 
ing and garages to municipal buildings and 
trades, both for municipal buildings and future 
town hall, and also direct access to police 
houses. A+ small courtyard is arranged for 
the use of the courts, and is approached from 
a subsidi road from the new 40-ft. wide 
roadway. e future town hall is planned in 
such a position that when erection takes place 
it will cause the minimum disturbance to the 
other buildings.

he town clerk’s department ig placed on 
the first floor and near to the council suite. 
The engineer and surveyor’s department is 
on the ground floor, having north light to 
drawing offices. The treasurer’s department 
is on ground floor, with separate external 
entrance for public to general rate office. 
The health department is on first floor, 
with disinfectant store in basement with 
separate external access. The staff meal 
room, kitchens, female rest-room and care- 
taker’s flat are placed on second floor. 

Courts aND Poxice Buimprines. — The 
courts are placed on the first floor, having 
separate principal entrances and dignified 
ante-hall, and separate magistrates’ entrance 
and_ staircase. 

The _— buildings are planned on ground 
floor, having separate entrance with direct 
access to charge room. All the various rooms 
are planned in relation to one another. The 
decontamination rooms are ‘‘en_ suite,’’ 
entered externally from the parade yard. The 
cells for male and female prisoners are placed 
with direct access to the charge room and 
the docks, having a good airy exercise yard. 
A separate entrance for prisoners is placed 
in parade yard with direct access to the 
charge room.” The parade yard is of an area 
of 1,470 sq. yds., of good proportions, with 
garages and workshops adjoining. 

The police-houses are placed to the east of 
the site as a screen to the gardens of existing 
property.

chamber. The council chamber walls above 
the dado would be finished with acoustic tiles, 
and 3-in, acoustic felt would be placed in the 
coffers of the ceilings. The floor would be 
carpeted and the upholstery in tapestry. The 
absorbent surfaces would be calculated to 
give a reverberation of 1.5 seconds. 

The cells would be of glazed bricks, hard- 
wood floors, fitted with bunk and wa.c. 
Private rooms for heads of departments would 
have painted walls, carpeted floors and paint 
to ceilings. The offices generally to have lino 
floors, distemper plaster walls and ceilings, 
enamelled slate window cills with polished 
hardwood flush veneered doors. The circula- 
tion corridors to be covered with rubber 5 ft, 
wide, with 12 in. each side of polished hard- 
wood flooring. The staircases to be of rein- 
forced, concrete, covered with rubber to 
match corridors. The lavatories to have 
terrazzo floors and walls to a height of 6 ft., 
with plaster above with enamelled finish. 

HeaTING AND VENTILATION.—The heatin 
and ventilation scheme would be arrang 
with automatic stokers for solid fuel for low- 
pressure hot water. |The heating generally 
would be by flush radiators underneath win- 
dows with extract ventilation to the more 
important rooms. 

EquipMent.—The buildings would be com- 

letely equipped with electric light, power, 

bells, synchronised clocks, vacuum cleaning 
points, hose reels and dictograph system 
between various departments.

‘In awarding the first prize to Mr. N. H. 
Cuthbertson and Mr. Notley, we consider 
their design possesses outstanding merit in 
its simple structural character and its practical 
application of glass as the main material for 
its walls and decoration. Whefeas the con- 
ditions clearly stated that your directors would 
not bind themselves to the carrying out of 
any of the designs, we consider that the one 
we have placed first is well worth building 
for the purpose you have in mind, and wil 
produce not only a good house, but an exhibit 
of outstanding and imaginative character. In 
our opinion the designs placed second and 
third are also good solutions of the problem. 

‘* We desire to refer to the many excellent 
drawings and sketches which were submitted 
by other competitors, who have shown that the 
material in which they were asked to design 
has proved of the greatest interest to them. 
It should be noted that a considerable number 
of competitors failed to comply with the con- 
ditions, and for this reason were disqualified.” 
The Winners’ Report. : 

Following are points from the ‘winners’ 
report :— 

In this house an attempt has been made to 
synthesise the functions of an ordinary dwell- 
ing house and’ an exhibition building, for 
which reason the circulation has been carefully 
considered. The bedroom at the head of the 
stairs has been sound-proofed. It is suggested 
that a gramophone be played inside to demon- 
strate the sound-proof qualities of glass. As 
much space. as is reasonably possible has 
been left for the garden, which includes an 
illuminated glass pond. 

Great attention has been paid to the fact 
that the house should have a precast rein- 
forced concrete frame. The stanchions are of 
tee section, carried through two floors in most 
instances. It is unlikely that any member will 
weigh more than $ ton. Beams are carried on 
flanges cast integrally with the stanchions. 
The whole building has been raised 6 in. above 
the general floor level of the hall, to provide 
for the concealment of ties or footings to the 
stanchion bases, which will more equally dis- 
tribute the load coming on the floor of the 
exhibition hall. 

The internal staircase consists of two pre- 
cast reinforced concrete strings, the treads 
being concrete, and the risers glass, with pro- 
vision for their illumination. The external 
stair has similar strings, but with glass treads 
and nfo risers. Balustrades in both cases are 
of glass in metal frames.- Although a special 
feature has been made of the sound-proofing 
qualities of glass in one room, sound insula- 
tion has been considered in other parts of the 
wr arings Bd the use of double partitions of 
plate g or other material. ese double 
partitions also provide for the concealment of 
heating and lighting units. 

The frame has been designed so that the 
distance 5 ft, 4 in. between the stanchions 
allows for an exact number of glass bricks 
73, 73, 3§ at 8 in. centres. Glass bricks have 
been used extensively on the external eleva- 
tions, owing to their insulating properties, and 
to the fact that they give a solid but trans- 
lucent appearance to the building. ‘* Lens- 
crete ’” has been used for one external wall of 
the living room. Internally plate-glass or glass 
facings have been used throughout. The floors 
are glass tiled, translucent and opaque. For 
the most part lighting is concealed - behind 
ribbed plate-glass panels, although a few 
visible lighting fittings will be used. 
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DECORATIVE PANELS AT 
ST. MARY’S HOSPITAL 


Tue publication in our issue of Novem-— 


ber 26, as a frontispiece, of reproductions of 
the modelled faience panels which form part 
of the decorative scheme in the new Lewis 


‘Carroll Ward at St. Mary’s Hospital (Sir 


Edwin Cooper, R.A., architect) has aroused 
interest in this somewhat unusual use of 
pottery for decoration. These panels were 
referred to as being “‘ executed in glazed 
majolica”’—an improper use of the word 

, which, strictly speaking, belongs to 
a fine kind of Italian pottery covered with 
an Bray white enamel ornamented by 
metallic colours. The word has, however, 
been loosely applied to all kinds of Italian 
ware, and even by tile makers to a certain 
type of embossed tile decorated in the rather 
treacly golden browns and so-called ‘‘ sang- 
de-beufs”’ that they were so fond of at the 
ond of last century, and which graced, or, 
as we now think, disgraced, the window- 
boxes and the fireplaces of our grandfathers. 

These St. Mary’s Hospital panels are really 
more in the technique of the Della Robbias 
and are quite definitely in that. tradition. To 
begin with, the subject is modelled, though 
in this case the relief is much lower than was 
generally used by those very great artists of 
15th-century Italy. What they did really 
was to coat modelled — terra-cotta with 
coloured enamels. In the case of the work 
we are now considering the sculptor, Mr. 
F. V. Blundstone, F.R.B.S., after consulta- 
tion with the potters, modelled his subjects 
in clay, using what the potter knows -as a 
shrinkage scale. This is necessary because 
in firing the blocks shrinkage must inevitably 
take place. From his original model a plaster 
mould was made, and from this a further 
plaster positive, which was sent to the 
potters. This making of a mould can some- 
times be avoided when work is dealt with 
direct at the pottery, as it is then possible 
to fire the original clay model. There is, 
however, a danger in this in that, in the 
event of damage occurring during the firing 
process it is. necessary to model the whole 
thing again, whereas, the mould having been 
made from the positive, it is possible to take 
further presses as may become necussary, or 
even to make reproductions. 

The fact that these panels were required 
for the walls of a hospital ward necessitated 
the keeping of the relief as low as possible, 
as hospital authorities do not like surfaces 
which may hold dust or be difficult to keep 
clean, and both judgment and experience were 
needed to produce the right degree of depth 
in,the modelling so that essential detail should 
not be obscured by the glaze. 

The way in which the lettering was dealt 
with was in itself interesting. Where letters 
occur they are on a plain background, the 
colour varying from one panel to another, 
the letters being modelled in sufficient relief 
to allow for the inevitable run of the glaze,

This .must now be dried 


carefully and fired for five days to 1100° C., afcer which it must be coated with glaze 
and fired again for twenty-four hours to a temperature of 1040° C. 


which melts on firing, being thinner on the 
raised surface and giving in that way the 
additional appearance of relief because of the 
slight difference in thickness of glaze on the 
letter surface and the background. This 
produces an effect of high-light and makes 
the lettering readily legible while taking its 
place as part of the design. 

Close co-operation was necessary between 
sculptor and potter, particularly as to matters 
such as the depth of modelling, which had to 
be in greater relief than was originally 
intended by the sculptor because of the fact 
that fine detail would have been lost when 
coated with comparatively thick glazes. 

These panels measure 10 ft. by 3 ft. 6 in., 
and, owing to the fact that it is not possible 
to make blocks of that size in clay in one 
piece, the question of jointing becomes of 
first importance. The method adopted in the 
Lewis Carroll panels at the Poole Potteries 
of Carter and Co., Ltd., where they were 
‘* potted,”’ is clear from the illustrations, and 
forms a further link with the work of the 
Della Robbias in that it follows the method 
used by them. Joints have been carefully 
considered so as to emphasise the design 
rather than disturb it. 

Technically, methods and materials are 
little different from those in use in the 15th

century. The glazes used in this case are 
opaque and of dull surface. The Della 
Robbias used cruder glazes and had fewer 
colours available to them, which may be 
regarded either as an advantage or a disad- 
vantage. This is an interesting example of 
the successful co-operation between sculptor 
and potter, the essential knowledge and manu- 
facturing facilities of the latter working hand- 
in-hand with the artist. 

We have ourselves referred to these panels 
as being of faience. This again is a term 
somewhat loosely used to-day to describe 
glazed pottery and tiles. In this country, 
commercially, it denotes a decorative or con- 
structional material, moulded or modelled 
clay blocks fired to their biscuit state and then 
coated with glaze, when the block must again 
be fired to mature the glaze and incorporate it 
with the body. The word comes, of course, 
from the Italian town of Faenza, which was, 
and is, an important centre of the ceramic 
industry. The French use the word to distin- 
guish porcelain from earthenware in ordinary 
pottery, and the American tile-maker uses it 
to differentiate between the dust-pressed 
earthenware tile and the rougher plastic-made 
article.. 

We are told that there will be ten of these 
panels in the completed ward.

“fas President (Mr.. E. G. Culpin, 
F.R.1B.A.) ‘ook the chair at the first 
meeting of the session at Caxton Hall, 
Westminster, recently.

The Institute and Its Work. 

Mr. Culpin then delivered his Presidential 
Address. He commenced by giving a sum- 
mary of the work of the Institute from its 
foundation in 1914. Coming to the position 
at the present time, the President said they 
knew that a great proportion of the country 
was under planning resolutions in one stage 
or another, and a very large proportion of the 
schemes had a at the draft stage and 
getting ready for. the making.. “It was well 
perhaps that at this important juncture in 
the history of planning they should pause to 
consider what was really happening. They 
were passing now from the initial stage of 
reparation to the stage of administration. 
The local authorities of the country had got to 
walk an almost untried path. It was not 
mite as bad as that, because there had been 
the interim -permission period which had 
helped to shape policy and to set a course. 

hom many points of view the unavoidable 
delays in the completion of the schemes had 
not been an unmixed evil. It had been a 
very good thing to have a trying-out period 
duing which things were more or less in a 
state of flux, and where the experience fered 


could ‘be put to useful account in altering 
proposals before the schemes became 
statutory. 


They need, therefore, have no regrets over 
lengthy periods of preparation. They had 
probably avoided a Brest many pitfalls, and 
those on whom the burden of administration 
would rest had probably gained a lot of 
knowledge. 


_ “ Filling in the Picture.” 


“But when we say that, how much have 


we really done?’’ asked the President. ‘‘ We 
have just provided a framework and ground- 
work; the picture has yet to be filled in. 


Much of the work that has been. done is 
tentative and experimental. We_have tem- 
rary restriction, temporary prohibition. We 
ave undetermined areas, and much is subject 
to reconsideration every three years. As with 
every restrictive measure there has been a 
great deal of anxiety and indeed of fear as 
to what would be the effect of planning 
schemes. Let us hope that the wise use of the 
present powers will lead. to the acquisition 
of others which are so much needed to finish 
the job. We must remember that we are 
dealing with other people’s property, and 
whatever may happen in the future in the 
peers world, and whatever legislation may 
passed dealing with land problems, we 
have to realise a great sense responsibility 
when we are making these restrictions. .When 
on our advice a local authority says to the 
owner of land you can do this, or you cannot 
do this, the only determining factor must. be 
the good of the community.’’ 

Demands of public health, physical fitness, 
Tecreation facilities might determine the 
necessity for new powers in the future: how 
would then Joseph’s coat of many colours 
Provide for these new demands? Zoning and 
reservation must be followed by more definite 
actual planning of unbuilt areas, and the 
Tevision of old centres: to secure the fullest 
result the community must have a right to 


‘say where development should go. ‘I do not 


iw how this accomplished,’’ 
derlared Mr. Culpin. ‘To my mind, it is a 
Tragedy that the question of dealing with land 
‘ays resolves itself into a violent political 
argument. but as planners we realise, what- 
ever political opinions we may have outside 


our job, that somehow or other something 
has got to be done to safeguard the funda- 
mental interests of the community in this 
respect.”’ 
Town planners’ work would ‘not be done 
when all the country was covered by statutor. 
schemes. They would then only have started, 
and the way in which they were working now 
and the provision they were making for educa- 
tion would, to a considerable extent, deter- 
mine what was going to be put upon these 
acres of coloured ag which were being pro- 
duced from Land’s End to John o’ Groats. 
They must see that the good was not the 
enemy of the best. In securing grouped as 
against sporadic development, in securing 
low densities 2 gears in around towns, in 
bringing ordered grouping where services 
were available, they must not forget that 
there might be a change of public opinion as to 
the advisability of adding street to street and 
town to town, and of erecting in the centre 
of existing communities the skyscraper dwell- 
ings which seemed to appeal to so many 
people to-day.. The planners of to-morrow 
must be able, as the result of their work 
to-day, to lay out new towns for a new race. 


London’s ‘‘ Green Belt.” 

The comparatively ineffective efforts in 
creating Green Belts to-day shamed them 
when they recollected what Howard did 35 
years ago. Howard managed to get his 
town established ready with its Green Belt. 
London’s Green Belt to-day was something 
like 15 miles away on the average. When 
proposals were first put forward 30 years ago 
it could have.been half that distance from 
London. Day by day in the newspapers one 
now read as an additional bait for people 
to settle on certain estates the words “‘ near 
to the Green Belt.’’ And, unfortunately, 
already the fringes around some of these wide 
open spaces that had been generously contri- 
buted to by the various authorities concerned 
were being menaced by the rubbish of the 
speculative builder. who had been quick to 
appreciate what-the local authorities were 
possibly still arguing about. 


“Then the great question of new towns.has 
to be faced. We have discussed at length 
lately the necessity for providing for the 
creation of new units of population on a 
garden-city principle, and renewed efforts of 
the past few months may bring home a sense 
of the real necessity for something to be done 
in this way. To my mind,”’ declared the 
President, ‘‘ all the economic forces seem to 
favour it. 
ing down of the increase of population, the 
raising of the standard of life, the necessity 
for securing facilities for the proper employ- 
ment of leisure all present problems for the 
future planner. Doubtless new legislation will 
be reauired for this. New men will be 
wanted to take up the job, and we have to 
secure that education is efficient, that the men 
and women to do the work are being pro- 
duced. Some of us are getting old in this 
service, and with the coming into force of 
statutory schemes our young town planning 
officers will have their testing ‘time as we had 
ours in the early days. New ideas will be 
springing up, and we hope fructifving. We 
believe that this new good seed will fall into 
good, rich soil, so that we have no fear for 
the future.”’ 


Discussion. 

Dr. R. C. Maxwell, in opens a vote of 
thanks to the President, said he did not think 
they had yet reached the stage in town 
planning when they could view the promised 
land. They talked a great deal about construc- 
tive planning, but that required powers which 
they had not’ got. - Their powers now were 
negative, and so long as Parliament restricted 
the powers of local authorities in so many 
directions so long would planning cease to be 
constructive planning. It required wider 
vision with regard to the acquisition of land 
by local’ authorities. With regard to national 
planning, he suggested that with the compnli- 


The drift of industry, the slow-- 





cations of modern life and the complications 
of the. international situation, executive 
powers could not be given to any body they 
could conceive. What was wanted, and what 
was practical, was a strong, central thinkin 

body. representing all interests -which woul 

be able to call for all the statistics which 
different Departments could provide. Their 
duty should be to consider the question 
independently and make reports, including, 
if necessary, recommendations which should 
be available to all and sundry. With regard 
to the Model Clauses, some were almost 
unreadable, and he suggested that a child’s 
guide to them should be prepared. It was 
said that a large portion of pete was. in 
the preparation stage of planning, and that 
did give them the opportunity of adopting 
an early plan to the changing times. No one 
knew quite what would happen in a few 
years’ time. The whole plans of, the country 
were upset by the rearmament programme, 
whilst another thing to be considered was the 
possible dwindling of the population of the 
country. 

Mr. J. W. R. Adams, in seconding the 
motion, spoke for the younger members of the 
Institute... Amongst the matters which 
troubled their minds was that of the. prin- 
ciples of planning, and he thought an up-to- 
date work on the subject was required. 
Another matter with which planning officers 
were concerned was as to how far they should 
leave detail. matters of planning to subordi- 
nates. In Kent they had an average of 200 
applications a month under the Ribbon 
Restriction Development Act. They were con- 
cerned also with the exemption of Govern- 
ment Departments from the Town and 
Country Planning Act, for whilst they must 
admit the necessity for a considerable amount 
of freedom in the case of the War Office, yet 
that freedom was a serious matter in areas 
with which some of them were concerned. 
Referring to the suggestion from official 
quarters for the giving up by local authorities 
of some of their powers so as to prevent over- 
lapping, the speaker suggested that it would 
be a dangerous thing to give up powers with 
regard to advertisements and piel ee 
stations, and so on, until a complete code: of 
planning was available to take their place. 

The resolution was passed, and the Presi- 
dent. replied.

Sir Kincstey Woop, the Minister of Health, 
in opening tthe Town Planning Exhibition 
organised by the Woolwich Council of ‘Social 
Service at the\ Woolwich Polytechnic Hall, 
Woolwich, on “December 1, said that: -for 
Londoners a town planning exhibition might 
seem at first sight somewhat disheartening. . 
In London it might be thought that we were 
presented with such a gigantic fait accompli 
that it. seemed useless to try to plan for the 
future. We were apt to think that when 
Wren’s plan for rebuilding the City after the 
Great Fire was rejected, the chance was lost 
for ever. But this was an erroneous view. 
In fact, in the City of London there were not 
many buildings more than sixty years ‘old, 
and who could tell what the Oity might be 
in another sixty years’ time under’ tlie ‘guid- 
ance of tthe City Council? There were several 
matters in train’ which would ‘closely affect 
the replanning of London. The London 
County Council had given great impetus to 
the movement for a green belt round. the 
City. There was an important’ Inghwa 
development survey of Greater London whic. 
was being made by Sir Charles Bressey and 
Sir Edwin Lutyens. He was also glad to say 
the London local authorities had recently 
joined together to form a standing committee 
to consider some of the major problenis of 
planning in London. It was still possible and 
practicable to make London a worthier city 
from the point of view of town planning, and 
public opinion was getting stronger every day, 
so that further efforts, particularly in. relation 
pom acd highway development, should be 
made. é ;

MODEL BY-LAWS—xXxXI 


By W. T. CRESWELL, K.C., assisted by 
NORMAN P. GREIG, B.A., Barrister-at-Law. 


STOVES AND OTHER FITTINGS. 
{Nore.—Under Section 61 of the Public 


‘Health Act, 1936, local authorities can, and 


must, if required by the Ministry of Health, 
make by-laws regulating (inter alia) stoves 
and fittings in buildings, other than electric 
stoves and fittings, in so far as by-laws with 
respect to such matters are required for the 
purposes of health and prevention of fire.] 


Floors Under Detached Stoves, etc. 

By-law 119 requires that a stove, oven, 
copper, steam boiler or other similar appara- 
tus (not being apparatus in which the heat 
is supplied by gas or electricity) which is 
fitted in a building elsewhere than on a 
hearth constructed in accordance with by-law 
75 (as to hearths, and in regard to which see 
Article XII of this series) must have a floor 
underneath it for 16 inches in front of it and 
6 inches behind its back and sides, of incom- 
bustible material, or sufficient protection 
must be afforded by a slab or plate of incom- 
bustible material, (See as to woodwork under 
chimney openings, by-law 76 (Article XII).) 
A domestic anthracite stove used solely for 
directly heating a room, hall or passage need 
only have the floor protected in front of the 
stove for a distance of 9 inches. 


Flue Pipes for Gas Fires, Geysers, etc. 

It ie-cenuited by by-law 120 that habit- 
able ‘rooms with gas fires or apparatus of 
a‘ similar nature, must have adequate flue 
pipes connected. to the gas fires, etc. Such 
flue must not discharge into another room, 
but must be taken into a chimney not com- 
Municating with any other room, or must 
be taken directly into the external air in a 
suitable position, the flue pipe being fitted 
with a terminal or outside wind-guard. 

By-law 121 requires that these must have 
an adequate flue pipe securely fixed, and of a 
diameter at least equal to that of the flue 
spigot at the top of the geyser or other appa- 
ratus. It must be fitted with a suitably con- 
structed baffler, and discharge the fumes, 
etc., either into a chimney not communicat- 
ing with any other room, or directly into the 
external air. In the latter case it must have 
a suitable terminal or outside windguard. If 
neither of these methods can be adopted it 
may discharge into a space immediately 
below the roof, where such is not part of a 
room, provided the space is freely ventilated 
to the open air. No geyser or similar gas- 
heated water apparatus of the rapid water- 
heating type may be fitted in a room without 
a window which can be opened. 


_ [Smoke. 


By Section 104, sub-section (1), of the 
Public Health Act, 1936, a-local authority 
can, and if so required by the Minister of 
Health must, make by-laws regulating the 
emission of smoke of such colour, density, or 
content, as may be prescribed by those by- 
laws. Bv sub-section (2) of the same Section 
(104), building by-laws may require the pro- 
vision in new buildings, other than private 
houses, of such arrangements for heating and 
cooking as are calculated to prevent or 
reduce the emission of smoke. The present 
model by-laws, however, do not contain any 
dealing with the emission of smoke. By 
section 151 of the Public Health (London) 
Act, 1936, the London County Council may, 
and if so required by the Minister must. 
make by-laws regulating the emission of 
smoke of: such colour, density or content as 
may. be prescribed by the bv-laws, and it is 
the duty ‘of a sanitary authority to enforce 
any so made. Also, by sub-section (4) of the 
same section (151). the power of the Connty 
Council under section 4 of the London Build- 
ing Act (Amendment). Act, 1935, is to include 
power to make hv-laws reauiring the provi- 
sion in new buildings (other than private 
dwelling-houses). of arrangements for heating 
or ¢onkine so as to prevent or reduce the 
emission of smoke. ]

SCHCOLS 

Somze good work was submitted by the 
architectural students of the Royal Academy 
Schools at this, their annual, exhibition. The 
winning scheme for the Edward Stott prize 
of £200 and a gold medal—won by Mr. 
John J. Adams with a design for a guild- 
hall and market below in a county town—is 
an excellent piece of work, the author hav- 
ing kept well in mind the character of the 
district and its surroundings. Both plans 
and elevations may be termed architectural 
in their conception, and the guildhall apart- 
ments are symmetrical and possess character. 
The elevational treatment is pleasing, all 
features being in relatively good proportion 
one to the other, and the external staircase 
on the north side is a pleasing and pictur- 
esque feature. Windows to the various 
rooms make attractive grouping, and the 
cupola’s general proportion is correct. If the 
design suggests the influence of Lutyens, this 
is all to the good. The design is illustrated 
on pages 1073-4. 

Many other designs for the lesser prizes 
show appreciation and recognition of the type 
of building asked for, and the draughtsman- 
ship in many instances is admirable. Mr. 
de Gruchy is to be congratulated on the 
general soundness and character of the work 
of his students, which, in our opinion, is 
the best withim recent years. 


Sir William Llewellyn, the President of the 
Royal Academy, presided. at the distribution 
of prizes and said it was gratifying that the 
work was so diversified and not of a fermalised 
school type. Ephemeral mannerisms and 
subjection to theories which were so readily 
adopted without conviction some years ago 
had given way to a sounder approach, which 
augured well for the future. When they left 
the schools he asked the students to bear in 
mind the importance of devoting part of their 
time to ambitious work, and he assured them 
of the help and encouragement, where 
merited, of the Royal Academy. ;

“hee A Census and the R.I.B.A, 
e have received the followi 
from the A.A.S.T.A. :— — 

The Council of the R.I.B.A. has for the 
second time this year turned down a pro 
for a census, or survey of occupations, of the 
architectural profession. Following a discus. 
sion in the architectural press on the matter 
in July this year, the Council of the R.LB.A 
decided ‘‘ to take no action.”’ Subsequently, 
Mr. R. C. Fisher, A.A.S.T.A, representative 
on the R.I.B.A. Council, raised the matter 
again, and the Council of the Association sub- 
mitted a long letter to the R.I.B.A. setting 
forth the reasons why at the present time a 
survey of occupations in the profession is an 
urgent necessity. The R.I.B.A. Council has 
again decided that they are unable to take 
any action, 

One argument advanced against the pro. 
posal is that a questionnaire sent out in 1929 
by the Salaried Members’ Committee, with- 
out any advance publicity, met with onl 
about. a 10 per cent. response. The Council 
of the Association, in pointing out the need 
for the co-operation of the R.I.B.A. to ensure 
the success of such a census, urged also. the 
need for inviting the co-operation of. the 
technical press, and of other bodies in the 
profession. It also suggested a simplified 
method of obtaining returns which, by allow- 
ing for considerable overlapping and cross- 
checking, would have made possible a simple 
form of questionnaire, with a reasonable 
prospect of obtaining returns of particulars 


‘from thé great majority of offices. 


The rapid growth of large public and com- 
mercial departments since the war, the 
expansion in size uf many private offices, the 
substitution of the school system of education 
for the pupilage system, the experience of 
the last “‘slump,” have created conditions 
which, in the opinion of the Council of the 
A.A.8.T.A., need deep investigation. The 
constitution of the profession has changed 
very greatly during the last 15 to 20 years. 
It is essential that a thorough investigation 
of the present constitution of the profession 
should be made in order that nolicies may 
arrived at which will be in the interests of 
all sections. No one at the moment knows 
the exact facts. Council members of the 
R.I.B.A. have been known to admit that such 
a survey as the A.A.S.T.A. demands must 
some dav be undertaken—but some av may 
be too late. The Association will continue to 
urge the need for a census and to work for 
its undertaking,

ANSWERS. 
Dampness in Bungalow. 
[Answers 10 ‘‘ F. W.,” Decemper 3.) 


Sm,—Moisture which collects on the sur- 
faces of walls and on the painted ceiling 
immediately the temperature: rises, after a 
severe frost, is undoubtedly due to the con- 
densation of atmospheric moisture. During 
such a period of frost the walls and the ceil- 
ing become cold, and they chill the layer of. 
warm moist air which comes in contact with 
them; as the amount of moisture which the 
air can support varies directly with its tem- 
perature, the chilled air can no longer hold 
so much moisture, and it is therefore 
deposited upon the surface which has robbed 
the air of heat. 

Dampness of the outer walls may be a con- 
tributory cause, because damp walls are cold 
but this will not be the case with the painted 
ceiling. The reason that such condensation 
does not occur upon the partition wall be- 
tween two rooms is that this wall has no 
exposure to the outside air, and consequentl 
is maintained at a temperature that approxi- 
mates more or less to that of the inside 
atmosphere. The remedy is to coat the sur- 
faces of the walls with a soft, absorbent 
material which will present a warmer sur- 
face than the air because of its loose texture ; 
in querist’s case this would probably be best 
achieved by spraying on to the walls and 
ceiling a mixture of cork dust in a suitable 
binder, and, in fact, a material of this kind 
is sold, ready for use, by one of the well- 
known paint manufacturers.

Sir,—This appears to be a case of con- 
densation on hard, cold surfaces, an opinion 
confirmed by the fact that the partition is 
free from the trouble owing to its thin con- 
struction, which cannot absorb sufficient 
dampness to throw off during humid periods, 
and its smaller substance in which to retain 
cold. The use of a thick matt paper on 
walls and ceilings would probably alleviate 
the trouble. : URFACE: 


Dripping Garage Roof. 

[Answers to ‘ H. E. H.,’”’ Decemser 3. ] 
Sir,—This trouble is precisely the same as 
that experienced by “ F.W.,’” whose query 
is answered in this issue, and querist should 
apply the same remedy. All dense, imper- 
vious surfaces, such as cement, glass, marble, 
slate, tiles or painted walls and ceilings, are 
liable to induce condensation, and the oil 
heating stove contributes moisture of com- 
bustion to the air, and, by warming this air, 
enables it to support: more moisture until it 
is chilled by the.cold surface of the ceiling. 

ARCHITECT. 


Sm,—The damp is condensational, due to 
the difference in the internal and external 
temperature. A remedy would be to give 
the whole of the internal surface a coat of 
shellac Em, and as soon as this dries just 
tacky throw on some sawdust. This will 
adhere if the paint is just tacky and will be 
Secured to the surface as the paint dries. It 
will considerably reduce, if not cure, the con- 
densation trouble. W. E. W 


Sm,—This is a condensation problem, due 
to inadequate ventilation and lack of sufficient 
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heat during frosty weather. The best way to 

remedy this dripping—or (ithe more correct 

term) condensation—is to introduce three 

more air vents—one on each side in opposi- 

tion to the other, and one directly opposite 

the existing air vent—and these should be 

fixed as near the roof as possible. The oil. 
heating stove, when alight, has, without 

doubt, insufficient heating capacity to prevent 

the existing condensation. It is important in 

the utilisation of oil-stoves for heating 

garages to use a high-quality oil, and not to 

allow a shortage of oil in the reservoir. Be- 
fore buying an oil for the heating stove, in- 

sist on knowing what its smoke-point is. A 

high-quality oil will give a 40-mm. flame. 

No oil which produces a smoking flame under 

30 mm. is suitable for modern stoves.

Action of Frost on Mortar. 
[Answers To ‘‘ Supervision,’ DecemBer 3. | 


_§m,—If frost is allowed to attack mortar 
the usual result ‘is that when the mortar 
thaws (the sand and lime or cement and sand) 
it is reduced ‘o powder, with no strength 
whatever left. The cement or lime is purely 
an adhesive, and the content of water that 
becomes frozen is neutralised, and permanent 
damage is done by. non-adhesion to. the 
surrounding materials. G. W. H. 

Srr.—Tihe setting action of mortar is of a 
erystalline nature, the structure of which sup- 
plies the strength of the mortar. Freezing 
disintegrates this structure and permanently 
damages the mortar. In actual fact, however, 
only a very severe frost can penetrate deep 
into the bed of a mortar joint, and when that 
happens the increase in bulk will throw. a 
wall out of plumb. Where this happens, the 
wall must be pulled down and rebuilt; but 
where it has remained in plumb it is suffi- 
cient to rake out the affected surface mortar 
and repoint. .

Sicilian Marble. 
{Answers To ‘‘ TrrpuRy,’’ DeceMBER 3. | 


Srr,—Soiled marble can be cleaned by 
washing with potash water and then with 
pure water. en stains have to be re- 
moved, mix together 2 parts of soda, 1 of 
pumice, and 1 of chalk, and make into a paste 
with. water. These must all be finely pow- 
dered. Cover the marble with this: paste, 
allow it to drv, then wash off with soap and 
water. Putty powder made into a paste with 
water is also effective. -ITwo or three treat- 
ments may be necessary to remove stubborn 
stains. W. E. W. 


Si,—The stains are probably in the body 
of the marble, even if of surface origin, as 
marble is absorbent. In that case no cure 
can be suggested. If, however, the figuring 
and appearance of the marble is not specially 
prized, it forms an excellent surface for a 
high-gloss enamel finish. MARBLE. 


Srr,—There are several preparations on the 
market for cleaning discoloured and badly 
stained Sicilian marble toilet divisions. 
Home-made preparations may also be success- 
fully. used. These preparations are generally 
ra | in paste form, and usually consist of 
finely powdered pumice powder, carborun- 
dum, and chalk in varying proportions 
mixed with water. A little ammonia may 
advantageously be added to the paste. 
Strong alkalies are best avoided for clean- 
ing the marble. Marble is porous; the alkali 
or alkaline salts penetrate. When dry, these 
crystallise, sometimes causing splitting off of 
the marble surface. The modern cleaning 
materials are, however, to be recommended. 
One of these cleaners is merely painted on 
the discoloured and stained areas and allowed 
to remain from 15 to 30 minutes. The toilet 
divisions should then be well rinsed with clean 
water, and when dry the marble surface 
rubbed with a clean, soft cloth to produce its 
original colour and lustre. A. J.

Solid Walls.

Smr,—A 14-in. wall in cement with all 
joints well filled and flushed up at each course 
1s @ good protection against driving weather. 
I have found country practice less meticulous 
in bricklaying method than in London, and 
that internal joints are less thoroughly filled, 
and generally with the use of lime mortar. 
This probably accounts for a general use of 
cavity work in the country,.in addition to 
the saving in expense of an 11-in. cavity wall 
in mortar, as compared with a 14-in. wall in 
cement.

Safety Valves.

Smr,—It is usual to fix the safety valve of 
a boiler on the flow-pipe of a boiler, but it 
may be fixed elsewhere, provided it is 
exposed to the full water pressure. This 
valve is set to operate if a certain pressure 
is exceeded. Scaling up of any of the pipe- 
work reduces the water capacity of the 
system, but does not affect the water pres- 
sure and has no effect on the valve. These 
valves are placed where there is the least 
possibility of the pipework adjacent to 
them scaling and there is a constant water 
circulation. 

Mortar Mixing: Machine or by Hand. 

[Answer To ‘‘ Mtxer,”’ NovemBer 19.} 

Sm.—The mixing of mortar in a well- 
designed mill is far more thorough and con- 
sistent than hand mixing. An order to dis- 
continue the use of the mill in favour’ of 
hand mixing would be an unreasonable inter- 
ference with the administration of a job.

Model Building By-laws. ‘ 
Sm F. bReMantTLe asked the Minister of 
Heaith whetuer, having regard to the fact 


that Part Lif. of tne new model building - 


ing by-laws related te works and fittings 
which usually came within tne province of 


the.sanitary inspector, he would arrange for _ 


notices of mtention to execute such work or 
instal such httungs to be given to the sani- 
tary inspector instead of to the surveyor, as 
proposed in Part [V. of the same by-laws. 

Sm K. Woop said that the Model Build- 
ing By-laws were prepared with the assist- 
ance ot an Advisory Committee, on which the 
various associations of local authorities were 
represented, and he was not at present satis- 
fied that tnere was any reason for an altera- 
tion of the Model as: suggested. If, how- 
ever, a local authority aesired, when sub- 
mitting by-laws for confirmation to alter the 
Mode! in the sense suggested, he would cer- 
tainly consider the suggestion. 


Reconditioning. 

Mr. De Cuatr asked the Minister of Health 
how many applications had been made to his 
department tor grants to recondition rural 
cottages under the Rural Workers’ Housing 
Act since the General Election, 1935, by loca 
councils in the whole country, in Norfolk 
and in South-west Norfolk, respectively; 
whether his department had rejected any such 
application; and how many grants made by 
owners of cottages to local councils in Norfolk 
and in South-west Norfolk, respectively, had 
been rejected by those councils. 

Sm K. Woop said that applications made 
by owners for grants under the Housing 
Rural Workers Acts were decided by the 
local authorities and not by him, and he 
assumed that his hon. friend wished to know 
the number of such applications made to 
local authorities and the number rejected by 
them. The figures which he desired during 
the period from January 1, 1936, to Septem- 
ber 30, 1937, were :—

The House-Builders’ Registration Council. 

Sm A. Witson asked the Minister of Health 
whetner his aepartment was represented on 
the National House Builders’ Registration 
Council; and whether he would, in future, 
include in his annual report to Parliament 
a statement of the number of houses built by 
private enterprise at various rentals in respect 
of which certificates had been issued. 

Sm K. Woop said that two of his officials 
acted as observers at the meetings of this 
council. While he was in full sympathy with 
the Council’s endeavours to promote good 
building, he took no responsibility for, and 
had no control over. their work. The 
Cocncil were not a statutory or official body, 
and his annual report to Parliament would 
not, he felt, be the proper medium for the 
publication of a statement from the Council 
such as was desired by his hon. and gallant 
friend. The Council would doubtless make 
their own arrangements for publishing 
periodically statements giving the results of 
their work. 


Housing Rents. 

Mr. Jorn asked the Minister of Health 
whether in all cases an economic rent only 
was charged for houses which were sub- 
sidised by the State, or whether there were 
any cases where rent above the economic was 
charged: and, if so, whether such rents had 
to have his sanction. 

Srr K. Woop said he would refer his hon. 
friend to Command Paper 5,527, recently 
issued, which gave some particulars of the 
rents charged by local authorities. Under 
Section 85 of the Housing Act, 1936, an 
authority when fixing rents must take into 
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account the working-class rent in the locality, 
and might grant rent rebates to any tenant. 
Accordingly the rent charged for any par- 
ticular house was not determined by the cost 
of that house. The rents fixed were not 
subject to his approval. 


Almshouses at Thaxted. 

Mr. Hannan asked the Minister of Health 
whether, in view of their picturesqueness and 
the wishes of the inhabitants, he would take 
steps to prevent the threatened destruction 
of the Elizabethan almshouses adjoining the 
churchyard at Thaxted. 

_ Sm K. Woop said he had no jurisdiction 
in the matter until the local authority had 
taken action under the Housing Act, and he 
anderstood that they had not yet done so. He 
had asked to be notified immediately if the 
local authority took action, and would then 
carefully consider the character of the build- 
ings in relation to any powers under the Act. 


Property Societies. 

Mr. Setrey asked the President of the 
Board of Trade if he could say when the 
promised Bill dealing with property societies 
would be introduced into the House, in view 
of the uncertainty in business and financial 
circles, and especially of the suspense of many 
small investors whose savings were involved. 

Mr. Srantey said that the matter was 
under consideration with a view to early legis- 
lation, but he could not yet name a definite 
date for its introduction. 


NEWS FROM THE SCHOOLS 


GLASGOW SCHOOL OF ARCHITECTURE. 
Annual. Prize-giving. 

The prospect of something in the nature of 
a roof-top promenade along the banks of the 
Clyde in Glasgow was envisaged by Sir 
George Pirie, President of the Koyal Scottish 
Acauemy, when he spoke on November 30 at 
the annual prize-giving of the Glasgow School 
of Architecture. Sir George described the 
Clyde as the ‘* greatest beauty left to the city 
if we could only see it.”’ 

Before the War, he went on, there had been 
correspondence in the. newspapers about a 
suggestion that flat roofs should be placed on 
the sheus that line the wharves. ‘lhat form 
of construction could be seen in Antwerp, 
where what seemed to be a favourite 
promenade with the citizens was obtained 
without interference with the work of the 
port.

SPECIALISTS AND Sup. 
CONTRACTORS 


At a recent meeting of the Council of the 
National Federation of Specialists and Sub. 
Contractors, many questions of interest to 
sub-contractors were considered, and advice » 
given to members on various points, We 
take the following extracts from a report 
provided. 

: The Federation has had under considera- 
tion the question of holidays with pay. 
Opinions of all the sub-contracting interests 
are being sought, and the question will be 
further. considered at the next Council 
meeting. 

Support has been given by the Federation 
to the Arbitration Bill, and the Council were 
consequently pleased to hear that opposition 
to the Bill would probably be withdrawn 
after certain modifications had been made as 
regards its scope. 

The Council expressed satisfaction at the 
issue of a special form of the 1931 Form of 
Main Contract for use by Public Authorities, 
and hoped that its use would be widespread. 
Certain local authorities have consulted the 
Federation regarding the form of contract 
they should use, and it was agreed that the 
above form be recommended. 

From time to time members report diffi- 
culties they are experiencing with certain 
firms of contractors who endeavour to secure 
their agreement to a form of sub-contract 
which eontains a “‘ pro rata ’’ payment clause. 
It is generally recognised that such a clause 
is unfair to the sub-contractor, as, among 
other disadvantages, it imposes upon him the 
responsibility for making inquiries regarding 
the financial standing of both the main co 
tractor and the building owner. The form 
generally used—the 1936 Form of Sub-Contract 
—-contains clauses which are recognised as 
being fair to both the main and sub- 
contractors. 

The Federation has made a number of 
comments on Clauses 15 and 24 of the 1931 
Form of Main Contract based on the ex- 
perience of sub-contractors in working with 
this form, and it is understood that when 
the final new draft of the 1931 Form is under 
discussion the Federation will be invited 
to confer with the Contracts Tribunal.

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THINGS THAT MATTER IN 
BUILDING 


LECTURE AT CARPENTERS’ HALL. 


Tue series of lectures at Carpenters’ Hall, 
E.C., concluded on Wednesday, Novem- 
er 17, with one entitled ‘“‘ More Things that 
Matter in Building.’’ The lecturer was Mr. 
Edwin Gunn, A.R.I.B.A. Mr. Louis Jacob 
(Past-President of the Carpenters’ Company) 


presided. 


Concrete. 

The lecturer said we were all familiar with 
concrete, but did we often stop to think 
about the theory of the composition of good 
concrete? Simply described, it was that the 
gradation in size of the hard aggregate 
should be such that interstitial ‘space was 
reduced to the minimum, and that such space 
as remained should be completely filled by 
cement in such a way that every single 

rticle of inert aggregate would be com- 
pletely coated with cement. Once this con- 
dition was reached any addition of cement, 
so far from increasing the strength or hard- 
ness of the mixture, might detract from it. 
This was especially true in the case of paving 
or other surfaces exposed to external abrasive 
wear, and a foreman might think he was con- 
ferring a benefit by putting in a bit more 
cement; when actually he was doing harm 


Drainage. £ 


The lecturer mentioned two devices which. 


make for efficiency and economy in drainage 
He said: ‘“‘If the normal outlet from the 
average house can be so schemed in the top 
manhole that the bath waste constitutes the 
centre channel, it fulfils a valuable. purpose 
as a drain flusher. Secondly, any branch 
drains which do not convey solids can often 
be economically run at minimum fall to the 
neighbourhood of the manhole, where they 
join the main and be there plunged down. 
By an,extension of the same idea, a number 
of ‘branches of any description which must 
join a drain are more cheaply and efficiently 
arranged by connection to a shallow man- 
hole, with a single branch thence to convey 
the effluent at the necessary steep pitch to 
reach the main. By this means excavation 
is reduced, also aggregate length of pipe, and 
the greater volume of discharge along the 
steep pitch ensures self-cleansing.”’ 


Jamb Design. _ 

Many people built solid jambs and through 
lintels, and thereby defeated the object of 
cavity walling. Either complete disconnec- 
tion or an effective dampcourse was essential 
in both these situations. There were two 
effective methods of jamb design : (1) to run 
the cavity out and seal it off with slates in 
cement before plastering; (2) to build up 
solidly with a vertical dampcourse of slate 
or roll-bitumen outside any portion of the 
inner reveal which would be visible from 
within. At the head of openings separate 
concrete lintels for inner and outer skins, 
with the lead-tray so placed as to divert 
moisture, or a solid lintel of waterproof 
cement, were necessary precautions in 
positions of exposure. The former detail was 
the most reliable as the dense waterproofed, 
and hence non-absorbent, lintel might exhibit 
condensation moisture nearly as bad as the 
result of external penetration. 


Chimneys. 


Chimneys were a_ frequent point of 
penetration of rain. First, it was often the 
case that the cavity in an external wall was 
interrupted by flues and chimney breasts; 
ir in the case of fireplaces little used, damp 
often showed internally as a consequence. 

® cavity should continue either outside 
or inside the flue. Again, in fireplaces seldom 
in » damp patches occurred in breasts at 
rs point where flues swept aside—this was 
re en _ case where gas fires had been fitted 

ae: and was due to rain coming 
ag chimney. lt was advisable in such 
pet cover the chimney tops, leaving, of 
simile? sufficient outlet back and front. A 
ar case was when the saturation of 


chimney shafts above roofs soaked downwards 
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until it appeared below top floor ceilings, 
This was far more common with chimneys at 
eaves than with those at ridge level, because 
in such cases the distance to be travelled was 
slight, and, even if a dampcourse were pro- 
vided in the chimney, some part of the area 
below was usually jett exposed to weather. 
In all such cases a great improvement could 
be made if a minor roof was formed behind 
the stack, ‘because a good deal of the satura- 
tion came from splash off the converging 
slope behind the stack. 

A flat roof laid at a suitable angle for sitting 
out could not be- self-scavenging, and if it 
was laid with any of the insulating and re- 
flecting paving squares which were advisable 
for appearance and comfort, even the small 
obstruction to flow which their joints im- 
posed prevented a good deal of small débris 
from washing away during slight rains, so 
that a surprising amount could accumulate and 
choke the outlets when a heavy deluge forced 
it along. It was surprising how three match 
sticks, half a dozen dead leaves, and a tea- 
cupful of grit would block a rainwater outlet 


Space Saving. 

The lecturer described and _ illustrated 
various ingenidus methods whereby space 
might be saved when planning a house. One 
was by putting a dining-room fireplace in a 
corner. is saved the dead ground occu- 
pied by chimney breast and hearth. Corner 
fireplaces were unsatisfactory in sitting-rooms, 
but in a dining-room they ensured a view of 
the: fire for the maximum number seated 
round the table, and precluded the certainty 
that one of the number would have more fire 
than he wanted. 

Another place where space might be saved 
was at the kitchen sink. If the inner 4} in. 
and cavity space of the wall were gained by 
setting the sink hard against the outer skin 
there was a gain of 63 in. floor space. The sink 
was better supported, the waste pipe had less 
travel, and the tiling set on the 44 in. wall 
above sink and draining-board made the 
thinness of the enclosure a matter of no 
moment. ; 

Putty for metal windows was another 
matter dealt with. The lecturer said that 
common glaziers’ putty, consisting of linseed 
oil and whiting, depended for its hardening 
upon absorption of the oil by porous wood- 
work, as well as general oxidation, which was 
slow when the putty had been painted. Many 
painters failed to realise that such putty 
applied“to metal casements and painted soon 
after execution remained plastic almost in- 
definitely. The addition of gold beater’s size, 
litharge, or a compound of red and white lead, 
had all been recommended, but probably the 
safest course was to employ one of the pro- 
prietary special putties intended for use -with 
metal frames. 


Paint and Stain. 

The essential difference between a paint and 
a stain, preservative or otherwise, ought to 
be recognised. Paint was a film which en- 
cased the object to which it was applied, ex- 
cluding air and moisture; whereas stain 
was @ liquid,. absorbed by the porous struc- 
ture of the timber, but doing little, when 
oiliness had worked off, to protect the sur- 
face from weather. External joinery which 
had been stained was liable to develop fine 
cracks and open joints during summer heat, 
so that -winter rains might enter. The re- 
search work of the Forest Products Labora- 


‘tory had given us much more reliable informa- 


tion as to the behaviour of timber than we 
previously had had; and the propensity of 
soft woods, however well seasoned, to absorb 
and swell or evaporate and shrink from con- 
tact with atmospheric moisture were well 
established. Whatever was done elsewhere, it 
was probably wise to paint all external soft 
wood joinery, including the reverse internal 
faces of door, windows and their frames. The 
particular advantages of aluminium paint as 
a priming coat for new joinery had yet to be 
generally realised, also apparently the desir- 
ability of painting tops and bottoms of doors 
and casements as well as the places more 
readily seen. Aluminium paint, properly 


applied, formed by the “‘leafing”’ of the 
particles of metal-foil of which it was com- 
posed a virtual casing of thin metal 
arranged like the scales of a fish and affording 
the maximum protection against moisture, so 
that seasonal shrinking and swelling were 
reduced to a minimum. 


The lecturer gave some interesting details 
of designing cow sheds and piggeries, saying 
these were excellent instances of the para- 
mount importance of close attention to dimen- 
sional detail in the design of buildings and 
their fittings. He said he might ae well 
have instanced churches, cinemas or restau- 
rants. These depended: on multiples of a 
unit dimension for efficiency in seating, and, 
for example, a restaurant which gave too 
much space for one line of tables and not 
enough for two, would be wasteful. 


L.C.C. RECREATIONAL 
SCHEMES 


A THREE-YEAR PROGRAMME IN PARKS. © 


THE Parks Committee of the London 
County Council submitted, on Tuesday, 
the second three-year programme, in- 
volving estimated expenditure of nearly 
£275,000, for the provision of further 
amenities and additional facilities for re- 
creation in its parks and open spaces. 
The programme covers the period 1938-41. 

Of the five new ‘‘ lidos ’’ which the Coun- 
cil has already decided to construct, those at 
Charlton Playing Fields and Parliament Hill 
will be completed in the first year of the 
programme, those at Battersea and Ladywell 
Recreation Ground, Lewisham, during the 
second year, and the one at Clissold ‘Park, 
Stoke Newington, during the third year. Im- 
provements will also be made at four of the 
existing swimming baths. An innovation 
will be the construction of a children’s 
“‘ lido,’”’ equipped with filtration plant and 
dressing accommodation, at Geraldine Mary 
Harmsworth Park, Southwark. New dry 
playgrounds will be provided in Victoria 
Park, and additional dressing accommodation 
at Blackheath. 


Further efforts are to be made to attract 
children away from the dangers of the streets 
by providing extra playing facilities for them 
in the parks. These include the provision of 
thirteen new gymnasia and sand-pits, three 
new paddling ponds, a children’s boating 
lake, and the improvement of three ponds, 
now used for paddling or model-boat sailing, 
and of existing gymnasia and dry play- 
grounds. 

Other proposals in the programme include 
the laying out of two new bowling greens, 
including the construction of pavilions; the 
provision of another 24 public shelters; a 
remodelling and improvement of six refresh- 
ment houses, including the replacement of 
some by attractive cafés, where refreshments 
will be served in the open air as well as 
under cover, the installation of two new 
chalets and thirteen kiosks for the sale of 
light refreshments, and the construction of 
two new bandstands with dressing accom- 
modation and modern equipment for lighting 
and good acoustics.

LEEDS COLLEGE OF

’ The manner in which the rapid progress of 
scientific discovery and invention in recent 
times has made it necessary for technical 
education to adapt itself to the changes in 
industry was referred to on December 7 by 
Mr. J. H. Everett, Principal of the College of 
Technology, Leeds, when he presented his 
report at the college prize distribution at 
Leeds Town Hall. He went on to say that in 
accordance with this necessary adaptation the 
college had revised the content of syllabuses 
and methods of teaching. 

Under the heading of ‘‘ Building,” the 
Departmental Report states: There was a 
further sharp advance in the number of 
enrolments in this department, and it is 
gratifying to note that: approximately 22 per 
cent. (115) of the total students (527) enrolled 
for one half-day per week; these included 
apprentices in carpentry and joinery, plaster- 
ing and plumbing. The number of brick- 
layers attending classes, more especially in 
the evenings, is steadily increasing.

NEW INVENTION 


A NEW RUBBER BLOCK FOR ROADS. 


The following particulars are extracted from 
an article in the Journal of the Faculty of 
Architects and Surveyors :— 


Letters patent have been granted to Mr. 
E. W. Coleman, A.F.A.S., for a rubber block 
for roads. This invention is claimed to be 
an improvement on anything previously 
attempted in this direction. 


An illustration of the block (quarter ~ 
accompanies this article. It will be noti 
that the block is studded, and that the studs 
are of different heights and resiliences. The 
soft red rubber stud is a millimetre and a half 
higher than the hard black stud, and, when 
under compression, spews or spreads, giving 
two distinct natures of grip, which definitely 
prevents slipping. It is said to be impossible 
to slip on this hlock, even under water. Water 
acts as a lubricant to rubber, but the arrange 
ment of soft and hard rubber in this block 
counteracts the effect of the lubrication. The 
block is also intended to be used for the floor 
and sides of swimming baths. 


The inventor states that the soft red 
rubber never wears below the harder rubber 
stud throughout its life, and he believes that 
the lifetime of his block, in use on the road, 
would be 25 years. We learn that various 
industrialists, technicians, and public author 
ties have Mr. Coleman’s invention under con- 
sideration. 5

~ THE R.I.B.A. 1931 STANDARD 


FORM OF CONTRACT 
Adaptation to Local Authorities’ Use, 


In our issue for June 4 last we reprinted 
acircular letter by Mr, I. Ernest Jones, M.A., 
B.Sc., Joint Secretary of the National Fede- 
ration of building Trades Employers, 
addressed to the clerks of local authorities in 
Kngialu and waies, ‘that letter set out the 
results of am inquiry undertaken by the 
Federation into the 1crms of buliding contract 
used by local authorities. That investigation 
revealed the extent to which the R.L.B.A. 
1951 Stanuard corm of Contract had been 
adopted by local authorities, but it has been 
felt that further progress towards securin 
the general use of the Standard Form by loca 

““guthorities might be hindered by the fact that 
locai autuositues are generally Ovuged by their 
Standing Orders to include certain provisions 
in their contracts which do not appear in the 
Conditions of the Standard Form as issued 
for general use. Accordingly there has been 
published an R.1.B.A. 1951 Standard Form of 
Contract specially adapted for use by local 
authorities. 

‘the local authorities’ Form of Contract 
differs from the Standard Form for private 
use in the following respects :— 

Clause 6 has been expanded so as to provide 
for the use of British Standard Specifications 
and British Empire materials. 

Clause 14 of the Standard Form for private 
use has been deleted, and there has been sub- 
stituted as Clause 14 (a) the Fair Wages 
Clause recommended by a resolution of the 
House of Commons of March 10, 1909. Sub- 
sections (b), (<), and (d) of Clause 14 are in 
the form similar to that appearing in the 
Ministry of Health’s Model Housing contract, 
and are explanatory of the Fair Wages Clause, 

Sub-section (c) of Clause 22, which relates 
to gifts, inducements and rewards, has been 
added. This Prevention of Corruption Clause 
is in the form recommended by the Ministry 
of Health for inclusion in the Standing 
Orders of local authorities. In addition, the 
Attestation Clause in the Articles of Agree- 
ment has been adjusted to meet the require- 
ments ‘of local authorities.
